Morgan conductor, and Lou Hart cngi 
neer of locomotive No. f>71, came to grief 
at Stannton, on the St, Louia division, At 
8;1G o'clock lost evening, There wero a 
mail, baggage car, a smoker, a first-class 
passenger coach, two sleepers and n din- 
ing car on the train, nnd as it came bowl- 
ingalonjf at the rote of nbont 35 miles an 
hour, near Stauuton, n broken rail ployed 
hob with tho rear onre, throwing thorn 
from the track and tipping tho passoupor 
coach, the two Bloopers and tho dining 
onr over on their sides, but fortunately 
doing no fntal injury to nny of the pas- 
sengers. 
James Coop, salesman nt F, JL, JIny» & 


Co.'s dry goods store, wns the only Boon- 
tnr man ou bonrd, besides the trainmen. 
He had been riding in tho passenger 
coach, nnd just before tho accident he 
went into the forward car to smoke ft oi- 
gnr, and thus escaped tho shaking up that 
the other pnssongors received. On cither 
side ot the track, which is slightly eleva- 
ted at that point, there in wnter nud plen- 
ty of mud, nnd the fnll of the ours «s de- 
scribed broke out nil the glass in tho 
windows of the nuder sido, nud ot course 
tho splash of mud aud water mado the 
nlarmiug situation exceedingly uncom- 
fortable for tho frightened piwaongeru for 
awhile. Mr, Coop says it wns exceeding- 
ly miraculous that no ono was killed, no 
went back nnd nssisted tho other oignr 
smokers and train men in extricating tho 
passengers from tho wrecked conches.
